Washington Managers Say the Craze

Washington, D. C., May 3.— cial.J—An 
estimate based upon figures  gertariane and 
conservative approximations places the 
number of bicycles in use in Washington at 
40,000 and the total amount invested in these 
silent steeds is placed at $3,000,000. There 
are probably 1,000 of the old types or cush- 
ion tire wheels and a few high wheels, but 
- ordinary is seldom seen except on exhibi- 

on. 

An increased demand for wheels has made 
the bicycle industry one of the greatest at 
the national capital and a larger number of 
people proportionately ride wheels in Wash- 
ington than in any other city in the world. 
In addition to the smoothness of the streets 
they are wider than anywhere else and 
therefore less hazardous for beginners. 
Rapid transit lines here have felt the effects 
of the increasing interest in bicycling and it 
has been computed that the loss to the 
street car companies in fares daily will ap- 
proximate $4,000.

ASKS FOR REASONS FOR CLEMENCY. 


Transvaal Executive Requests Re- 


Tampa, Fla, May 3.—[To the Editor.}' 
—*I was incarcerated in prison in the 
Town of Guines, Cuba, for two montha, 
from Feb. 23 to April 23. While there I had 
a good opportunity of seeing how the Span- 
ish officials treat their prisoners and whom 
oe make prisoners, all being largely for 
gain. | 

“ The prison is built of stone and cement, 
with doorways, windows, and entrance 
heavily harred with iron. It consists, first, 
of a main building facing the street and 
forming the west side of the prison yard, 
which is inclosed on the other three sides 
by a wall about eighteen feet high, and, 
second, of two other buildings in this in- 
closed yard. : 

“From the entrance an alley or passage- 
way leads hetween the two buildings, where 
most of the prisoners are confined to an 
oratorio or chapel, which is built against 
the wall on the rear or east side of the yard. 
It is surmounted by an iron cross and con- 
tains a rostrum or pulpit, but is uséd 
as a prison room, where some of the better- 
dressed prisoners are confined at night. 

“ All the prisoners, except those in the 
chapel and those employed in cooking, er- 
rands, and other work, are kept continual 
locked in the various rooms,’ the crowdéd .. 
condition of which made exercise impossi-, : 
ble. The size of the room in which they put 
me first was about fifteen feet wide and 
eighteen feet long. 

* aa first there were fifteen of us in. it, 
The number rapidly increased to twenty- 
eight,, where it remained for some time. : 
Then some were sent to Havana, a few were 
set at liberty, and the number hung around 
Phan Sees and twenty-four for some 
time. 

“On April 5 the authorities wanting to re- 
paint that room put us in a still smaller one 
that was not quite fourteen feet wide and 
about eighteen feet long.

‘‘Melton told me repeatedly that outside 
of his parents he hati no friends who took 
more than passing interest in him and. he 
was utterly without influence in case he 
were captured. It would be too bad to have 
him shot without a word being said in his 
behalf by the government. I would com- 
municate with his father if I knew the ad- 
dress. 

“ Melton was a great favorite with the Cu- 
bans at Key West.

Emperor WilHam Gives His First Audi- 
ence to the Ambassador. 

Berlin, May 3.—The Emperor gave the first 
audience today to Edwin F. Uhl, the new 
United States Ambassador, appointed to suc- 
ceed Theodore Runyon. The entire person- 
nel of the United States Embassy assembled 
in the Kaiserhof at Mr. Uhl's temporary 
home, at 2:30 o’clock. At 3 o’clock prompt- 
ly Baron Usedom, court chamberlain, whose 
function it is to introduce diplomats to the 
sovereign, called, with three court equi- 
rages. In the first of these rode Mr. J. B. 
Jackson, First Secretary of the Embassy, 
hearing the Ambassador's letter of credence. 
In the second rode Mr. Uhl and Baron Use- 
dom. The third carriage was occupied by 
the suite of the Embassy. 

Arrived at the Schloss, Baron Usedom 
ushered Mr. Uhl into the white salon. Only 
Baron Marshal von Bieberstein, the Imperial 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, was present 
beside the Emperor and Mr. Uhl. 

At the conclusion of an audience ot twelve 
minutes Mr. Jackson and the suite of the 
embassy were admitted and shook hands 
with tha Emperor, who conversed pleasantly 
for a few minutes withallofthem. He then 
led the way toa smallerroom. Mr. Uhl was 
thereupon summoned to an adjoining salon, 
where the Empress and the ladies of the 
court waited. Baron von Merbach, as the 
Empress’ Court Marshal, introduced Mr. Uhl 

‘and suite. 
' Altogether. thirty-five minutes were con- 
sumed within the schloss. Then in the same

mony the members of the embassy returned 
to the Kaiserhof.

His father confessor, the Rev. P. F, Daily, 
owing to his many Sabbath duties bas not 
Visited the murderer on Sundays and did 
not make any. exception of Loney Holmes, 
however, was cheerful, was In the best of 
health, and heartily enjoyed his meals. He 
read the Sunday newspapers during the 
greater part of the day and appeared to be 
greatly interésted in the féreign news, es- 
pecially that relating to the South African 
question, 

The prison officials say that he has become 
very gentle and never loses his calmness. 
He does not discuss his approaching death, 
but has become thoroughly resigned to it. 
He is closely watched, however, for fear of 
suicide, although, judging by his demeanor, 
there is a growing impression that he will 
not attempt to take his life, but will calmly 
ascend the scaffold and as calmly meet his 
death. It is believed, however, that he. will 
make a statement on the gallows, but his 
counsel, Samuel P. Rotan, does not believe 
he will make a sensational scene. 

It is believed tommorrow Holmes will make 
his will, in which he is expected to leave 
his little belongings to his various families 
and perhaps remember Mrs. Pitzel. He will 
also dispose of his remains and h ex- 
pressed his intention of leaving the prison 
‘keepers photographs of himself. 

Father Daily; his spiritual -adviser, will 
visit the condemned man daily now until his 
rio iann next Thursday beiween the hours 
of 10 a. m.and2p.m. The'sacrament may 
}be administered to him any time before that 
date, and the last rites will be administered 
by Father Daily just before the execution. 
Mass will also be said for him in the Church 
of the Annunciation on Thursday morning, 
and Father Daily will accompany him tothe 
scaffold and remain with him to the end. 
The gallows are all ready for erection, and 
will be located in the center of the corridor on 
which the condemned man’s cell faces. Ags 
usual it will be heavily draped in black, and 
the condemned man will first descend to the 
corridor from his cell and then ascend the 
scaffold by a flight of steps. Lawyers Rotan 
and Bullock both expect to see their client 
executed, but the entire audience will be 
limited to about sixty persons, including the 
Sheriffs, jury, and the newspaper men. 

Whether or not Holmes’ contrition Is genu- 
ine and that he will die a true convert to the 
Roman Catholic Church is a matter of wide 
divergence of opinion. His spiritual adviser, 
Father Daily, says he believes the contri- 
tion is genuine, and knows no reason why it 
should be doubted. He says Holmes is not 
the monster he is depicted, but that he is an 
intelligent, gentlemanly being. Father Dai- 
ly thinks that publications of Holmes’ phys- 


} ical degeneracy are not only rot but have 


been harmful, and he ridiculed such state- 
ments as those made by Novelist Hall Caine 
regarding the alleged physical degeneracy 
of the murderer as not only ridiculous but 
untrue. 

Dr. Butcher says the murderer is both 
physically and mentally all right.

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WORKMEN CLASH AT THE CROSSING. 


When the steam railway officials were ap- 
prised of the intention to effect a crossing 
of their, tracks they stationed a large force 
of employés there at midnight Saturday 
night. Their lonely vigil was undisturbed 
until 5 6’clock yesterday morning, when the 
pickets ‘sounded the alarm; When the ad- 
vancing hosts of street car men came-:in 
sight the captain called ‘‘ To arms!” and 
every railway employé took a shovel and 
féll into Ine. : 

Within an hour eight engines had been sent 
to the stene and were lined up on either side 
of the crossing. The intermediate space was 
filled with the men who had been summoned 
to protect the railroad property. No effort 
was made to molest the street railway’s 
workmen until they sought to tear up the 
boards between the tracks. The shovels 
with which each member of the opposing 
force was provided were brought into play, 
and whenever a street car man tried to force 
a pick between the planks his blow was 
warded off with a shovel. 


Football Tactics Used. 


The forces of the St. Paul people were 
massed at the point of attack with a big 
Norwegian as center rush. This precipi- 
tated a ‘“‘ tug of war ”’ in which 150 men were 
engaged. Frank Johnson, a big Swede, who 
was foreman of the track-laying force, 
started through the ranks, and picked up 
every man who came inhis way. Fora time 
it appeared as if he would reach the goal on 
the opposite side of the tracks, but he was 
finally overpowered. 

Matters went on in this way without any 
progress being made toward laying the 
tracks, until 2 o’clock yesterday afternoon. 
The pdlice of the We&t Chicago Avenue Sta- 
tion had been appealed to by a riot call, and 
Lieut. Steele had been putincharge. An ap- 
peal Was made to him to arrest the railway 
men, but this could not be done as they were 
committing no offense. Meanwhile the big 
engines which had been stationed at the 
crossing in the morning were alternately 
passing over the street. 

An additional detail of police was brought 
over at 2 o’clock, and their presence had the 
effect of gaining a victory for the street car 
men. Soon afterward they succeeded” in 
tearing up the boards between the track, 
and by 7.o’clock had the rails securely fast- 
ened down. A small force of the railway 
men remained to prevent the rails being mo- 
lested. 

; First Car Crosses. 

In order to secure a car to pull over the new 
crossing and prevent any opportunity for 
molestation of the track it was necessary to 
apply to the Grand avenue line and drag it 
four’ blocks over the pavement on Kedzie 
avenue. A large crowd assembled and 
cheered when the‘irst car ‘jumped ”’ across. 
The time in which the street car company 
was under bond to put the road in operation 
will expire Wednesday. 

The ordinance which gave the West Chi- 
cago Street railway the right to extend its 
tracks on West Chicago avenue to Fortieth 
stredt was introduced into the City Council 
by Ald, Stanwood one year ago. Soon after 
its passage they constructed all of the track 
except the crossings at Central Park boule- 
vard and at the railroad tracks. A contro- 
versy arose over the construction of the 
crossing over the steam railway’s right of 
way., 

Concerning this A. J. Earling, General 
Manager of the Chicago, Milwaukee and Bt. 
Pau] ratiway, said: 

“The company has made no objection to: 
the crossing of its tracks by the West Chi- 
cago Street railroad company on West Chi- 
cago avenue provided the crossing is pro- 
tectéd in such a manner as will make it safe. 
The \street railroad company proposes to 
cross the tracks by the use of so-called 
jump crossings without protection of any 
description. It is well known that it is im- 
possible to operate the so-called jump cross- 
ings with safety. The St. Paul company has 
no disposition to place any obstructions in 
the avay of the street railroad company, but 
it feels in duty bound to surround this cross- 
ing with such safeguards as are necessary 
for the protection of the public.”’ 

Mr. Barling said no action would be taken 
in the matter until-today. The track was 
down, but under protest. A conference has 
been arranged for today between repre- 
sentatives of the two companies.

the general conference. This, he thinks, is 
absolute injustice and‘an uncalled for dis- 
crimination. That women should be barred 
from having a representation in the great 
lawmaking body of the church which they 
support and in which they are officially 
recognized as laymen he considers inex- 
cusably wrong. 

Dr. Buckley, who will present the minority 
report in the morning, has prepared with the 
other members of the committee a similar 
document to the one which was presented 
at Friday’s session. 


Laymen Will Be Heard. 


The laymen, too, have asserted themselves 
and will be heard on the floor of the con- 
yention. They have declared in favor of 
equal representation of clergy and laymen, 
but the movement is by no means unani- 
mous. They have formed a permanent or- 


_ ganization by the election of Prof. S. Dickie 


of Albion, Mich., as Chairman and J. E. 
James of Philadelphia as Secretary. 

Gen. Rusling of New Jersey has presented 
the following on the pastors’ time limit: 

** Resolved, To amend the church dis- 
cipline by adding, But further provided, he 
may continue him for another year, and 
from year to year, without regard to the 
number of years he may have already served 
in said pastoral charge, if its fourth quar- 
terly conference, yearly by ballot, in the 
absence of said pastor, shall, by a two- 
thirds vote of its entire membership, or 
three-fourths vote of all present, request 
his reappointment for reasons affecting the 
welfare and prosperity of said pastoral 
charge, to be stated in writing, and approved 
by a majority of the presiding elders of the 
conference, and showing the said case to be 
exceptional in character.’”’ 

This proposed change contemplates doing 
away with the time limit only in exceptional 
times. Gen. Rusling has secured the adop- 
tion of a resolution expressing it as the 
sense of the laymen that it would be in 
the best interests of the church to have an 
equal representation of the clergymen and 
laymen in the general conference. 


Deity in the Constitution. 


Still another subject which will cause a 
flurry early in the proceedings of the con- 
vention will be the acknowledgement of God 
in the Constitution of the United States. 
The subject was brought up fn the Wilming- 
ton conference at Dover, Del. 

An amendment to the Constitution of the 
United States is now pending before Con- 
gress. It reads: 

*“*“We, the people of the United States, 
devoutly: acknowledging Almighty God as 
the souree of all authority in civil govern- 
ment, the Lord Jesus Christ as the ruler of 
nations, and the revealed will -.of God as of 
supreme authority in civil affairs, in order 
to form a more perfect union,” ete. 

The Wilmington conference objects to this 
and has proposed the following substitute: 

“After the word ‘ posterity’ in the pre- 
amble as it now stands insert the words 
‘trusting in Almighty God,’ so that the 
whole preamble thus amended shall read as 
follows: ‘ 

“We, the people of the United States, in 
order to form a more perfect union, estab-

San Francisco, Cal., May 3.—After three 
years’ Jitigation over the estate of the late 
Senator Stanford Mrs. Stanford has at last 
been enabled to pay the bequest of $2,500,000 
which the Senator left to Leland Stanford 
Jr, University. This-payment means an as- 
sured income to the great institution, no 
matter what may happen to any person or 
persons, and this assured income-implies an 
end to the financial stress that has been 
more serious than any one not admitted to 
the inner history of the Stanford estate 
knows.

Mr. Douglass believes his binder, taken in 
connection with other inventions of his, will 
contradict the statements which have been 
made that colored men are iacking in cre- 
ative genius. Hie will not make public for 
some little time, he says, the working of his 
invention because he wants to be sure there 
is no means undiscovered which might add 
to the efficiency of the binder. 

The binder, according to the inventor, can 
be adjusted to any kind of a reaper. It has 
a number of arms which gather the straw, 
form the bundle, and tie the regulation knot 
of the old-time field hand. 

‘*] invented the clipper which is in use in 
barber-shops,”’ said Mr. Douglass. ‘‘I also 
invented the first rapid-fire machine gun 
which “ever amounted -to anything. It was 
none other than the mitrailleuse. I took the 
gun before the United States Ordnance 
Board. It was ‘declared to be practical. I 
then sent the invention to France, but my 
agent robbed me of the proceeds.”’ 

William Douglass is 66 years old. He is 
over six feet in height, strongly built, has 
a long gray beard and white hair which 
falls to his shoulders.

What is called an original 
package of quinine wrapped in a blue paper 
was secured. It was properly labeled onthe 
wrapper and there was no reason to doirbt 
that it contained quinine. A mistake had 
been made evidently by the manufacturers, 
and instead of quinine the bottle inside of 
the wrapper contained morphine. The bot- 
tle was-properly labeled and had a poison 
label, besides, but the parents could not 
read and administered the morphine, sup- 
posing it to be quinine. The Coroner’s jury 
attaches’ the blame to the manufacturers of 

the drug.

FIFTEEN YEARS OF.GOOD TIMES BEFORE 
THE M’KINLEY BILL. ood | 
It is not difficult. to see why there should 


be such a furor of popular feeling manifest-; 


ed in favor of Maj. McKinley now for 
President, or that it should prevail among 


‘the very men who, if he had been a Presi- 


dential nominee in 1890 or 2, would 
have voted against him, believing that they 
were consulting their best interests in doing 
sO. . 
It is Maj. McKinley’s good fortune that 
a combination of circumstances has identi- 
fied him in the minds of millions with the 
“ good times ” which prevailed guring the 


period immediately following the enact- 


ment of the tariff bill which bears his name. 
That period was followed by one of hard 
times and of Democratic low tariff legisla- 
tion, and also fears of a debased currency 
being forced on the country by the reckless 
and ignorant, ' 

In 1889 Thomas B. Reed was elected 
Speaker of the House of Representatives 
instead of McKinley. But the former made 
the latter Chairman of the important Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means. That commit- 
tee reported a tariff bill which was prepared 
in good part by the manufacturers of com- 
petitive foreign goods. They wanted higher 
duties levied on the products of their Eu- 
ropean rivals, and they wrote down the 
duties which were,imposed by the act of 
1890, which the Committee on Ways and 
Means accepted. The reciprocity clauses 
of the bill were forced into it against the 
opposition of McKinley, 

That bill, which increased the duties on 
hundreds of articles and lowered them on 
steel rails, was not the handiwork of that 
committee or of its Chairman, but of the 
manufacturers. Still, it bears the name of 
“ McKinley.” Those who attack it and 
those who defend it call it * the McKinley 
bill.” The multitude of workingmen who 
voted against it in 1890, and again in 182, 
believed then, and do now, that he wrote 
it and that his influence passed it and 
brought good times and high wages with it. 

No matter who wrote the bill it is certain 
that times were good frgm 1890 to 1893, 
when the Democratic lo@ tariff was being 
enacted, The Democrats denied in the 
political campaign of 1892. that wages had 
been increased by the McKinley bill and 
alleged that the manufacturers, while ask- 
ing for and getting more protection on the 
pretended reason that they might be able 
to pay higher wages, had pocketed all the 
proceeds of the increased protection. The 
Democrats could not, say, however, that 
there had not been ample employment rn- 
der the amended tariff act of 1892 for all 
who wanted to work. As regards wages, 
the truth is that there were many increases 
and no reductions under that act while the 
Republicans were in power, but many pco- 
ple willfully forgot it and voted for free 
trade who now wish they had not. 

But he is very much mistaken who as- 
sumes that good tithes in this country began 
with the McKinley law of 1890 and because 
of it. Good times began with and because 


of specie resumption in 1879. That freed 
| the business interests of the country from 


the curse of a fluctuating and depreciated 
currency and gave them not only more 
money, but the best money. The green- 


© backs, which for several years had vibrated 


between SO and 8S cents in gold value, 
jumped up to 100 cents and have remained 
there ever since. 

In 1875, when the act was passed pro- 
viding for resumption Jan. 1, 1879, the cur- 
renecy consisted of 650 millions of legal 
Their 
actual value, however, when measured in 
gold, was only 550 millions. Specie resump- 
tion made all those paper dollars worth 
their face in gold and thereby actually 
added 100 millions to the money of the 
country. It also brought into use fully 100 
millions of gold which had previously only 
been used for paying interest on the nation- 
al debt and buying foreign exchange. 

The tariff of 1879 was the modified 
Morrill war tariff and it was a high one. 
But the good times which began in 1879 
were only partly due to the high tariff 
then on the statute books. A stable cur- 
rency appreciated to gold value was the 
chief factor to the boom that set in at that 
timie and continued to 1893. x 

In 1883 the tariff was revised under Presi- 
dent Arthur and the duties, which had been 
prohibitory on many articles, were reduced. 
Many were pared down a little, a few were 
raised. Times were good under the Arthur 
tariff. The country was prosperous in 18838, 
when Harrison was elected. There had 
been ten years of excellent times at one 
stretch; the farmer got good prices. 'lhe 
workingman would have had no reason to 
complain of wages or employment between 
1888 and 1893 if the Arthur tariff of 1883 
had been left alone. 

But it was not let alone. The McKinley 
bill was enacted into a law. The working- 
men were persuaded by the Democrats it 


was against their interests, and they voted: |. 


for Cleveland and put the Democratic party 
into power; and the latter passed a low 
tariff measure giving insufficient protection. 
Then it became necessary for manufactur- 
ers to cut down wages and the price of raw 
material or shut up their shops. The em- 
ployés fought those reductions—violently 
sometimes, as was the case in the Debs war 
in Chicago in 1894, 

The workingmen had to yield toa choice 
of evils—accept lower wages or go idle. It 
was less pay or lose their jobs. They were 


forced to admit to themselves that insuf- 


ficient protection means insufficient waxes, 

Some of them, but not all, are beginning 
to see another thing which has contributed 
‘to make and keep times hard, and that is 
the free silver agitation for silver mono- 
metallism and 50-cent dollars. That mis- 
chievous agitation, on top of a low tariff, 
has played havee with the business inter- 
ests of the country. The one has cut down 
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times is possible. 
currency for an honest one for the purpose 
of cheating those who have sold property 
or loaned money on time will act like cor- 
rosive sublimate, a violent poison, on the 
body politic. The country needs to keep 
honest money as well as to obtain adequate 
protection. | 


WEAK DEFENSE OF A WEAK CASE. 

The National Review of London has 
rallied to the defense of the Venezuelan 
Blue Book with a precipitancy that would 
seem to. acknowledge a need of defense, 
The editor pleads guilty to the soft impeach- 
ment that his government has long “ treated 
Venezuela with a forbearance and tolerated 
iis unfounded pretensions with a respect 
it hardly deserved.”, But, in view of the 
fact that his government's case is “ re- 
markably strong,” John Bull can afford to 
be generous and long-suffering. 

“If President Cleveland and Mr. Olney 
had had the true facts before them,” says 
this spokesman, “they would never have 
associated themselves with the Venezuela 
jclaim.” And then he takes the pity-us 
attitude. His government is being asked 
to arbitrate away a stretch of territory (full 
of gold mines, though he forgets to mention 
that) which has belonged to it and its Dutch 
predecessors for 300 years, 

“ There is probably no nation in the world 
which would resent a similar suggestion 
more emphatically than the United States,” 
he continues. “ A certain number of highiy 
virtuous people regard arbitratior as a 
panacea for every international difficulty. 
An Englishman of this school would be 
willing. to submit the Isle of Wight to 
arbitration, and an American of the same 
way of thitkking presumably Rhode Island, 
but we doubt whether either would be will- 
ing to obey an adverse award, even in so 
sacred a cause 4s universal arbitration.” 

This is quite plaintive and convincing. 
True, there is a suspicion that the writer 
imagines Rhode Island to be an island, and 

that his imagination in regard to the claims 
of the Dutch settlers of Guiana is even 
farther from the facts. But he hides all 
these shortcomings behind that historic 
blind used in so many British still hunts for 
territory—an indefinite boundary line. His 
claim, in short, is based upon two things — 
British occupation and Venezuelan weak- 
The one claim he states most clearly. 
The other he quite fails to mention. 

Among the numerous other facts which 
the writer fails to mention are these: Before 
the discovery of gold beyond the Essequibo 


area of only 60,000 square miles. In 1885 
the figures were increased to 76,000. The 
same authorities now assert that the British 
area is 109,000 square miles, including the 
whole gold mining district. Yet neither the 
Blue Book nor any other authority at- 
tempts to explain how a single square taile 
outside the original 60,000 was acquired. 

“ Englishmen will decline to believe that 
the United States cherishes designs against 
possessions regarded by President Monroe 
as inviolable,” piously concludes the British 
apologist. This idea of -“ cherishing ‘de- 
signs against possessions ” seems to haunt 
the British brain. It does not appear to 
have occurred to the writer that the “ de- 
signs ” in question might not be against the 
original British possessions marked on the 
maps of 1823, but against the crime of in- 
ternational highway robbery. 

The sight of a nation with 49,000 square 
miles of stolen forests and gold mines in its 
breeches pockets doing the innocent cherub 
act and raising the lusty cry of “ Stop 
thief!” with supernatural gravity is a 
precious contribution to the international 
humor of history. -

IMMIGRATION ‘STATISTICS. 

It appears from a recent Treasury report 
that the total number of immigrants arriv- 
ing in the United States during the twenty- 
five years ending June 30, 1895, was 10,- 
349,000. The total increase in population 
during that period was 31,200,000, so that 
one-third of that increase was due to for- 
eign immigration. 

These figures are not quit¢accurate, how- 
ever. There is a backward as well as a 
forward flow of population. Thus during 
the last fiscal year there were 280,000 im- 
migrants, but 216,000 persons “ other 
than cabin passengers” went from the 
United States to Europe during the same 
period. Some of them-were foreigners who 
came here intending to stay but changed 
their minds. Others were persons of for- 
eign |birth going back to their old homes 
to pay a visit and intending to _ return. 
When they do so they will be put down as 
new immigrants. A great deal of this 
double counting has been done. But after 
all deductions are made the per cent of 
increase due to immigration is enormous. 

Of the ten and a third millions who came 
between 1871 and 1895 six and a third 
millions, or 61% per cent, were males and 
four millions were females. The latter were 
divided very unequally among the different 
races. Of the Irish immigrants 49% per 
cent were women. The sexes were s0 
evenly bé@lanced that about every Lrishman 
can have an Irish wife if he prefers one. 
Next. come the Teutons with a little over 
forty-one women out of every hundred im- 
migrants. 


countries which have sent many people here 
are concerned, come the Italians. A little 
less than 22 per cent of them were women. 
The proportion is growing, however. ‘The 
per cent of females in 1891 was a little over 
20, but in 1895 it rose to 27 1-5.

NEW PENSION LEGISLATION. 

The chief aim of the pension bil which 
the House passed the other day is to prevent 
the arbitrary discontinuance of pensions on 
& mere whim of some government officer. 
It is provided that where fraud is alleged 
the investigation must be an openone. The 
pensioner must be given a chance to be 
represented by an attorney if he so desires. 
The ‘witnesses must be examined under 
oath. The present method is to assume 
that a pensioner against whom some one 
may make a charge is a rascal and to sus- 
pend his pension until he can disprove the 
indefinite allegations made against him. 

The bill provides also that all pensions 
reduced or discontinued since early in 1893 
under the rulings of Democratic officinis 
without giving the persons affected thereby 
any opportunity to show that they were 
being unjustly treated, shall, upon applica- 
tion, ‘be reconsidered and adjudicated. If 
the pension is restored then payments must 
commence from the date of discontinuance 
or reduction. 

The bill declares that when a soldier has 
not been heard from for seven years his 
death shall be presumed, and his widow or 
children: when applying for a pension shall 
not be called on to produce evidence of his 
death, as is required now. It is provided 
also that no claim shall be rejected because 
the claimant cannot furnish the testimony 
of more than one credible witness to prove 
any material fact, and also that the oath 
of a private shall have no less weight than 
that of a person who served as a commis- 
sioned officer. 

The section which met with the most op- 
position was the one declaring that no per- 
son otherwise entitled to a pension shall be 


» disqualified from receiving it by reason of 


any previous service in the Confederate 
army during the rebellion. A few months 
before the war closed numbers of men who 
had ‘fought for the Confederacy deserted 
and enlisted in the Union army, Six entire 
regiments were made up of such men. Un- 
der present laws they cannot get pensions 
for disabilities received while serving the 
United States. If this bill passes they or 
their widows or children can. 

There are not many of them, however, 
and they play a comparatively unimportant 
partiin a measure which is designed primar- 
ily to protect men already on the pension 
rolls against trumped-up charges of fraud 
and to make it easier for persons equitably 
entitled to pensions to get them. 

There is no certainty, however, of the 
adoption of this bill by the Senate, even at 
the next session. As it contains fio pro- 
vision for the free coinage of silver and as 
it condemns the pension policy of the Dem- 
ocratie administration it will not meet with 
the approval of Democrats or Populists, 
and they constitute a majority. 


TRADE BALANCES WITH FOREIGN COUN- 
TRIES. 

Elsewhere in this issue of Toe Tersune 
is a:communication replying to a statement 
that Senator Berry made before the recent 
Repubtican State convention in Springfield 
in regard to the imports, exports, and bal- 
ance of trade of this country.. The corre- 
spondent points out some ‘errors if the 
speech but commits some himself. 

He does not give all the figures for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1896. The ex- 
ports exceeded the imports 60 millions, but 
that does not include silver, of which 30 
millions more was exported than was im- 
ported. Therefore, “ on the face of the re- 
turns,’ there was a balance of trade of 
over 90 ‘millions in favor of this country, 
and other things being equal there should 
have been heavy gold imports. But there 
were not, On the contrary the gold exports 
exceeded the imports by 20 millions. Evi- 
dently “ other things were not equal.” 


The correspondent himself explains par- . 


tially why they were not, and why the gold 
goes out. The exported goods not merely 
pay for foreign products, but they defray 
the: expenses of American summer junket- 
ers to Europe. They pay interest on the 
billion of foreign capital loaned to this 
country, and, as the ocean-carrying business 
is nearly all in the hands of foreigners, the 
exports go in part to pay freights. They 
consume a good many millions. It is not 
surprising, therefore, that the United States 
with the balance of trade seemingly in its 
favor exports gold. 

Taken literally, Senator Berry's state- 
ment that the United States is compelled 
to buy more of foreign nations than it can 
sell to them is incorrect. It is somewhat 
too broad. But. the breaking of the reci- 
procity agreements by the Democrats, while 
not decreasing the imports from the coun- 
tries with which they were made, has de- 
creased the quantity of American products 
taken by those countries in exchange for 
their products. The United States must 
continue buying sugar, coffee, ‘etc., but is 
unable to pay for them with American prod- 
ucts to the same extent as a few years be- 
fore. It is true that exchange on Great 
Britain goes to pay Cuban and Brazilian 
creditors, but it would be much better for 
this country if those creditors were paid in 
American goods shipped in American ves- 
sels. Certainly the correspondent can have 
no/objection to that policy, unless his fealty 
to his party compels him to uphold it when 
it is obviously in the wrong. 


A FACT UNMENTIONED BY ALTGELD. 

Western farmers are told by the free 
silyerites that they get low prices for their 
wheat because the coinage of unlimited 50- 
cent. dollars is not permitted. There are 
certain facts, however, which the Altgelds, 
Blands, and Bryans do not mention to the 
farmers. One of them is that in 1886 Ar- 
gentina exported 37,000 tons of wheat and 
5,200 tons of flour, while in 1894 she ex- 
potted 1,608,000 tons of wheat and 40,000 
of flour to England and elsewhere. Dur- 
ing the first nine months of last year the 
exports were 1,471,000 tons of wheat and 
37,000 tons of flour. | 

The cost of transporting the Argentine 
whéat to the point of shipment on the sea- 
board is less than that of American wheat. 
The Argentine farmers have this further 
advantage, that while they sell their prod- 
ucts on a gold basis they pay their labor in 
a depreciated paper currency. So Southern 
planters would like to sell their cotton on a 
gold basis and pay their colored laborers 
as many 50-cent dollars for their toil as 
they pay now 100-cent dollars, Hence their 
fondness for cheap money with which to 


pay negroes for work.

STEEL POOL BEGINNING OPERATIONS. 

One of the first fruits of the formation 
of the steel and iron pool will be the closing 
of the works of the Ohio Steel company at 
Youngstown, which have been turning out 
nearly 1,000 tons of billets a day. The works 
are to be idle, but the stockholders of the 
company are guaranteed profits equal to 
what they would make if their plant were 
to produce 10 per cent of the total output of 


the country. 
This ‘arrangement satisfies most of the 


stockholders, but there are other individuals. 


who are not happy. The workingmen, who 
are’ to be deprived of employment, do not 
think it fair that profits should be guar- 
anteed while wages are not. As farasthey 
can seé there is nothing in the pool arrange- 
ment which recognizes them. 

Some of the stockholders are also discon- 
tented. They are the owners of mills which 
have been consuming the product of the 
Ohio Steel company. They took stock in 
it to help it along, supposing they could 
secure all the steel billets they wanted at a 
lower rate, because they would not have to 
pay freight charges on them. Now they 
will have to pay much more for their steel, 
the price of which has been advanced by 
the trust, and as they will have to get it at 
Homestead or elsewhere they will have to 
pay freight. 

It is the intention of these stockholders 
to begin court proceedings to see if they can- 
not block the game of the trust and compel 
the continued operation of the Youngstown 
works, These stockholders have the law on 
their side. The pool arrangement, whose 
aim is to destroy competition and advance 
prices beyond what they would be if regu- 
lated ‘by healthy -competition, is utterly 
illegal and ought to be smashed. 


NOT A JEFFERSON-JACKSON DEMOCRAT. 

Senator Tillman assured his colleagues 
with great and unnecessary vehemence that 
he was “a Democrat after Jefferson and 
Jacksén.” He may be a Jefferson-Calhoun 


‘Demoerat on the secession question, but 


he is not a Jefferson-Jackson Democrat on 
the money question, though he informed 
the Senate that he is. 

Jefferson advocated at all times putting 
enough silver into the silver dollar to make 
it-exa¢tly equal to a gold dollar.

Thatis, another 
effort was made to arrive at the exact com- 
mercial ratio. But another mistake -was 
made on the other side. Silver was under- 
valued a trifle and would not circulate, 

And now comes Tillman, calling himself 
a Jefferson and Jackson on the money ques- 
tion, and advocates free coinage, not on the 
commercial ratio, but on a ratio which 
would necessitate putting in .a silver dol- 
lar only as much of that metal as will ex- 
change for a half dollar in gold.

SHREWD MEN ARE UNABLE TO AGREE ON OUTCOME OF THE STRUGGLE FOR THE BIG PRIZE. 


New York, May 3.—[Special.}—Ex-Senator 
Thomas C. Piatt, who, in addition to being 
the Republican manager in New York, is 
the director of Gov. Morton’s Presidential 
boom, gave out the following statement on 
the Republican political situation tonight: 

“The McKinley followers are hurrahing 
before they are out of the woods. If they 
are to be believed the man from Ohio has 
already secured enough delegates to nomi- 
nate him at St. Louls, and the rest of the 
proceedings are of no interest to them. 

“A glance at the actual state of affairs 
shows the contest for the Republican nomi- 
nation is still an open one, with the chances 
in favor of Mr. McKinley's opponents. Per- 
haps one of the fairest and most reasonable 
of the McKinley organs is the Philadelphia 
Press. It prints a table everyday giving its 
estimate of the strength of the different 
candidates at the time. Its table of the 3d 
inst. shows that 768 delegates had been 
chosen up to Saturday evening, leaving 193 
to be elected. It assigns 401 of the delegates 
chosen to McKinley, 87 to Reed, 69 to Mor- 
ton, 12 to Cullom, 42 to Allison, 56 to Quay, 
10 to Bradley, and places 75 in the doubtful 
list, It is certain that not one of those 
among the doubtful will vote for McKinley. 
His managers have made an aggressive fight 
in every State and in every district, and 
where their men have been beaten it is safe 
to say the successful candidate is not likely 
to be a McKinley delegate. 

Many Votes Are Contested. 

“As for the 401 votes claimed for the latest 
Napoleon, the seats of sixty-nine delegates 
assigned to him from Alabama, Florida, 
Georgia, Louisiana, Mississippi, South Caro- 
lina, and Texas are contested, and no prop- 
erly constituted body would think for a mo- 
ment of allowing their flimsy claims. 

** The loss of these sixty-nine votes reduces 
McKinley's strength at one blow to 222 
votes, or 129 less than the number required 
to nominate him. And there remain among 
these 332 not fewer than eighteen from Indi- 


ana, four from Tennessee, four wrongfully 


claimed in Maryland, and two wrongfully 
claimed in Kentucky, twenty-eight votes in 
all, which wilk not be cast for the Canton 
candidate. t is the most remarkable case 
of counting chickens before they are hatched 
that has ever yet been known. 

“The McKinley managers and their echoes 
in the McKinley newspapers make a great 
to-do over the action of the Illinois State 
convention on Thursday last. In reality the 
McKinley instructions adopted at Spring- 
field affect just four votes and no more in 
the St. Louls convention. Mr. Hanna and his 


friends are keenly alive to this bald fact and | 


they have worked hard to increase the moral 
effect of the convention's position by crow- 
ing lustily over a very small addition to 
their real strength. 

* The district delegates from the State 
will vote as they like, and the best informa- 
tion shows that no fewer than twenty of 
them will cast their ballots for other candi- 
dates. it is no secret either that Mr. Hanna 
is in sore trouble at home. At least twenty 
of the Ohio delegates are opposed to McKin- 
ley’s nomination and propose to break [oose 
from him at the first opportunity.

Mrs. Ely outlined 
her plan, but several meetings were held 
before the women were thoroughly aroused 
to the work. The ‘active work really began 
less than a month ago, but in that time 
every nationality represented in the popu- 
lation of this city has been interested in 
the affair,:/ and will be represented by a 
booth. They are all vieing with each other 
in their efforts to raise money. From pres- 
ent indications there will be a much larger 
amount realized by the bazaar than the 
$20,000 necessary to complete the purchase 
price of the Conway monument. There are 
over 2,000 women and men who are working 
on the committees and subcommittees 
which are arranging for the great show. 
Beside these there is a small army of work- 


‘men employed in changing the interior of 


the big building, so that it will be a veritable 
Midway, with society belles and social-.lions 
as the principal attractions. . : 

All of the nations have arranged charac- 
entertainments. The performers 
will be drawn from all ranks of society, 
and so far as reported there are over 500 
in all who will participate in the entertain- 
ments alane.

There was a general feeling that with the 
May deal out of the way all the markets 
would do better, and the professional trade 
evidently fixed itself for an advance, To 
use the expression of a. corn pit trader:

Exports .from both coasts 
last week were exceptionally small, and un- 
less the Russian shipments were heavy the 
supplies to Europe for the week have been 
moderate.

an aggregate capital stock of $110,089,000, 
a total funded debt of $77,110,500, making a 
grand total capitalization of $187,208,500, 
There has been an increase in street rail- 
way and elevated railway capitalization in 
these ten years of $175,771,000, an average 
increase of more than $1, 
during the entire period:”’

STATUS ov cx FIGHT ON THE PERE 
MARQUETTE STATUE. 


There Are Many Other Statues and 
Pictures of Men in Religious Garb— 
_ Early Historical Figures Nearly All 
So Represented—Something of the 
Sculptor Trentanove — The Argu- 
ment Agninst Placing the Statue in 
the Capitol. ‘ | 
‘Washington, D. C., May 8.—[Special.]—Al- 
though the statue of Pére Marquette has 
been unveiled and placed in position in Stat- 
vary Hall at the Capitol it has not been 
formally accepted by Congress. 

Speeches of presentation were made in the 
Senate last week, but that was all that was 
accomplished. Neither House of Congress 
has acted upon the case, and it is understood 
the subject will be left in abeyance until 
after the two national conventions have met 
and adjourned. It may possibly go over 
until the next meeting of Congress in De- 
cember. 3 
‘Big. Trentanove, the sculptor, is still here 
awaiting decisive action in regard to his 
work, but he does not appear hopeful of an 
early solution of the difficulty. Representa- 
tive Linton is prepared to resist the accept- 
ance of the statue by all parliamentary tac- 
tics possible, and this is one of the reasons 
assigned for not calling the case up in the 
House at this time. ' : 

The objection against the statue of Pére 
Marquette is that it represents him in 
ecclesiastical robes. That it was the cstab- 
lishment of a new precedent is one of the

strongest arguments used by such men.as 
Representative Linton of Michigan against 
it. Investigation shows that in the Capitol 
there are several statuettes and pictures not 
only representing noted Roman Catholic 
dignitaries dressed in the vestments of their 
church and carrying crucifixes, but the 
clergy of other denominations is also repre- 
’ pented. 
Pope’s Statue in the Capitol. 

In one of the famous bronze doors at the 
main. entrance to the Capitol there. is a 
statute of Pope Alexander VI., who granted 
to Spain the right to occupy the New World. 
This Pope is represented with crucifix in 
hand and attired in pontifical robes; The 
figure has been there for thirty-three years, 
ever since the great doors were hung. 

Hardly more than a dozen feet from the 
statue of Pére Marquette in Statuary Hall 
is the marble figure of Roger Williams, pre- 
eented by Rhode Island, in his religious dress 
with the Bible in his hand. - . 

In the oil tings which adorn the’ walls 
of the great rotunda of the Capitol may be 
seen Roman Catholic priests and monks 
and Protestant hers wearing their 
churchiy garments. In the notable int- 
ing ‘‘The Discovery of the Mississippi 
River by De Sota,’ a priest with crucifix 
stands by the elevated cross, while a monk 
can be seen kneeling down, consecrating the

'The sculptor, Trentanove, has chosen a 
magnificent-looking man for his model, a 
type in no way akin to the Jesuit evolution, 
and bearing much greater resemblance to 
Sandow than to any Jesuit expression that 
we khow. Free with his idealism, being in 
no whit bound to portraiture, he has gone 
on and made a stalwart, generous, non- 
ascetic; non-Machiavellian expression of a 
man, and clothing him in the ample and 

wing robe of the most attractive order 
of jesthood, with a large cross tucked 
into his belt, has presented a picturesque 
an@ wholly ideal figure, in the distinctive 
garb of the Church of Rome, to be placed 
in the hall of sober, realistic portraits of 
statesmen. 

The men of the Northwest are aggrieved 
at what they interpret to be a sentiment of 
hostility against a noble explorer and a 
significant personality in their history, but 
this is by no means the situation. Ameri- 
ca loves her magnificent Northwest too ar- 
dently to desire to abate a jot of its dis- 
tinction, either within Congressional halls or 
without. 

But the Capitol is not a temple of faith 
or faiths; it is nota Pantheon, but is, strictly 
and emphatically, a political center, a po- 
litical institution simply. It is not a place 
where Quakers and Calvinists, Jews and 
Gentiles, Methodists, and Baptists, and 
Episcopalians. and Shakers meet, as such, 
and in their distinctive dress, if they have 
any. It is a place where all representatives 
who have been admitted, In statuesque pre- 
sentment, h@ve come simply as men of the 
State, in the garb of the arena of the State, 
hearing no hint of their individual religious 
faith. And to bring a statue of one who is 
commended to our regard not as being more 
“saintlv’’ than the Puritan and Pilgrim, 
not as being of nobler endurance than they, 
but as the explorer of a glorious section 
of our common country, he should’be pre- 
sented, if for this place, as the explorer sim- 
ply, to take his niche with the rest on com- 
mon ground of service to the State, not to 
the church. 


» And surely our brethren of the Church of 


Fome, with their- perception of the diffi- 
culty of keeping the Biblé in the cOmmon 
school, must see with equal vision reasons 
why a priest, as a priest, is somewhat out of 
his environment in the hall of political life 
in the Capitol. 

But in the noble hall of the Congressional 
TAbrary. representing the entire circle of 
the world’s thought and faith, Pére Mar- 
quette, the Jesuit exvlorer, with his priestly 
robe and the blessed cross so conspicuously 
salient, would find perfect place, perfect 
poise, perfect environment. 

As it is there is simply a misadijustment. 
a .mistaken emphasis in presentation, an 
error in relationship, that has naturally at- 
tracted attention and comment. The mage- 
nificent State of Wisconsin should be rep- 
resented in Washington, the States’ center, 
by a man of the State, not by a priest.

ALL FAVOR A STATUE OF GEN. GRANT 


Army of the Tennessee Working fora 
Monument in the Capital City. 

Washington, D. C., May 3.—[Special.]— 
Congressmen view with approval the propo- 
sition to erect a memorial to Gen. Grant at 
the capital of the Nation, and one of the fore- 
most in promoting this object is Representa- 
tive Hepburn of Iowa. “I hope to get a 
favorable report from the Military Affairs 
committee,”’ said Mr. Hepburn, “‘ on the bill 
which I have introduced appropriating a 
quarter of a million dollars for this purpose. 
There is no question about the appropriate- 
ness of providing a statue of Gen. Grant at 
Washington, and as a member of the com- 
mittee appointed by the Army of the Tennes- 
see on this project my hearty codperation. 
can be relied on to accomplish'such a desira- 
ble object.”’ 

Representative Curtis of New York, who is 
a member of the Military Affairs committee, 
said: “‘A memorial statue of Grant should 
be provided in Washington. If it is done it 
should be of proportions ample enough to 
commemorate the achievements of the great 
commander.”’ : 

Pennsylwania Favors It. 

“ Pennsylvania is favorable to this propo- 
sition,” said Congressman Bingham, who 
was Postmaster at Philadelphia under 
Grant’s administration,.“‘and the only 
question suggesting discussion would be as 
to making the work representative {n every 
way of the man in whose memory it will 
be undertaken.’’ 

“‘ A statue of Gen. Grant at Washington,” 
said Representative Pickler of South Da- 
kota, Chairman of the Invalid Pensions 
committee, “‘ would please every citizen of 
this country. It seems strange that a gen- 
eration should have been born and grown 
to manhood since Grant achieved his great 
victories and no fitting monument has been 
erected at the Nation’s' Capital to com- 
memorate his fame and services in behalf 
of his country.” 


Movement Started Last Year. 


A movement for the erection of a monument 
in memory of Gen. Grant was started at a 
meeting of the Army of the Tennessee at 
Cincinnati last September. The President 
of the society said he had been assured 
the government would be willing to take it 
up, but there must be some head, and the 
proper head for the duty was the Army of 
the Tennessee, It was suggested that the 
society formulate resolutions by which it 
could go before Congress and ask for the 
statue. . 

“They have a project in Washington,”’ 
continued the President, “‘for building a 
bridge across the Potomac River to connect 
with Arlington, the national cemetery. It 
is t® be an imposing structure and on it 
the statue of Grant. We should move on 
Congress as a society and ask an appropria- 
tion. for a memorial bridge or for a statue, 
whichever is thought best.”’ 

In accordasice with the suggestion a com- 
mittee of three was appointed and sub- 
mitted a resolution calling on the govern- 
ment to erect a suitable statue at Washing- 
ton to the memory of Gen. Grant. 


TO GUARD AGAINST CONTAGION. 


Rigid Inspection of Quarantine Sta- 
‘tions Has Been Ordered. 

Washington, D. C., May 3.—[Special.]— 
“ With a view to guarding against the intr@ 
duction of a scourge of any description into 
this country from foreign ports,” said Sur- 
geon-General Wyman of the Marine Hospital 
Service, “instructions have been sent to 
officers of our service to inaugurate at once 
a ri inspection of local quarantine sta- 
tions throughout the United States. | 

“There are eleven districts in the United 
States, extending from Portland, Me., to the 
Gulf of Mexico, and from the Atlantic tq the 
Pacific Ocean, under the jurisdiction of 
sanitary inspectors of the Marine Hospital 
Service. According to the instructions sent 
out they are to make an examination of 
national as well as local quarantine stations 
and submit reports on their condition to the 
Treasury Department at the earliest prac- 
ticable moment.

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TOLD OF CAREY’S CHURCH. 


HISTORY OF THE ONLY PILGRIMAGE 
EDIFICE IN THE UNITED STATES. 


Small, Modest, Unassuming Frame 
Structure Which Has Received 
Recognition from the Pope Which 
Entitles It to Great Distinction— 
Stories of Miraculous Cures at the 
Shrine of “Our Lady of Consola 
tion.” . 

Upper Sandusky, O., May 3.—[Special.J— 

Today was begun the annuai patron’s feast 

at the Church of Our Lady of Consolation at 

Carey. The pilgrimage will occur on Tues- 


day. On these days all who have received | 


relief or favors from the church return to 
render thanks. Usually as many as twenty 
priests participate in the ceremonies. 

This church at Carey has received special 
favors from Rome. It is the only pilgrimage 
church in the United States, and as such it 
is recognized by Pope Leo. A pilgrimage 
church cannot be created. Money or influ- 
ence cannot found a pilgrimage church. In 
some peculiar manner they become such. 
Some claim that the hand of the Almighty 
is directed in the creation of the pilgrimage 
church, and they become such at. his will. 
There are several pilgrimage churches in 
Europe, but this is the only one in this 
country. 

In other words, it is a shrine, and the lame 
and sick come from all parts of the land to 
beseech relief, and strange as it may seem 
many are not only relieved but permanently 
cured. Thére may be no such things as 
niiracles in these modern days, but wonder- 
fui cures have been effected, and proofs in 
the way of affidavits and duly signed letters 
are in the possession of Father Mizer, pastor 
of the church. 

This wonderful healing power is supposed 
to be derived from a fac-simile statue of the 
famous ‘“‘Holy Virgin and Her Child’”’ 
statue at Luxemburg. . The original statue 
has a remarkable history, which adds to 
the one at Carey, possessing, as it does, a 
piece of the original. Some time in the six- 
teenth century the Province of Luxemburg 
in Europe was visited by a destructive pes- 
tilence. The survivors of its ravages, in 
thankfulness for being spared, vowed they 
would erect a church to the: memory of the 
Holy Virgin, and when it was completed a 
statue of the Holy Virgin and her Child was 
found on the altar. Nobody knew how it 
came there, nor could its mysterious appcar- 
ance ever be accounted for, other than the 
supposition that it was a gift from God. 
Miraculous. healings, or at least cures of a 
miraculous nature, were effected in its pres- 
ence. 

Early History of the Church. 

Many Luxenburgers are members of Our 
Lady of Consolation Church at Carey. The 
foundation of the edifice was laid in 1868. 
Sufficient money to continue the work 
could: not be at the time obtained, and the 
foundation remained as an eye-sore to the 
villagers for some years. Finally Father 
Gioden of Berwick took the matter up, and 
succeeded in raising sufficient means to 
complete the edifice.

A proces- 
sion of over 1,000 was formed, and with 
twenty maidens clothed in black, with white 
yeils, marching in front, bearing the sacred 
Statue, the procession started. 

When half the distance was traversed the 
sky became overspread with fierce, ominous 
clouds. The lightning flashed and the thun- 
der roared. A terrible storm was imminent, 
and the procession ‘stopped. The multitude 
was’about to seatter in profusion when 
Father Gloden exclaimed: ‘* Let the pro- 
cession proceed; there is no danger.”’

The antependium hangs 
in front of the lower altar. It is made of 
the finest of silk, embroidered with. gold, 
bearing the coat-of-arms of his Holiness— 
the tiara, the cedar tree, and stars—Lumen 
de Coelo—** Light from Heaven.”’ 


Rich in Sacred Relics. 


The church is also rich in the possession 
of sacred relics. There is a small! piece of the 
true cross upon which Christ was crucified, 
duly authenticated by letters from the Car- 
Ginals of the Holy See, relices of the mar- 
tyrs of Treves, etc. The statue, however, 
is the most important possession of the 
church, by fact of its strange healing powers. 
lt has a prominent position upon the altar 
and is dressed in silk. 

Below some of the cures effected are re- 
lated. They are not fakes, not even hear- 
says, but your correspondent obtained the 
data in each case from Father Mizer direct, 
and a letter to him will receive reply that 
every word is untarnished truth.

Everybody 
is invited, including theg¢ officers of the 
church from the janitor down to the 
preacher.’’ 

The subject of the morning sermon was 
* Interior Church |Life.’’ The pastor said: 

“‘In the New Testament we have compar- 
atively little instruction about the outward 
machinery of the church. It is not a b&k 
of formulated ruies and by-laws. Wereita 
manual of organization it would soon be out- 
grown. Outward forms and conditions are 
continually changing and making a new ad- 
justment of laws, Regulations which met 
the conditions of Jerusalem would be quite 
foreign to the needs of Chicago or New York. 

‘“‘ A manua®ef the church of Antioch would 
be useless for the management of our local 
affairs here in the Fullerton. Avenue Church. 
Directions made for the feudal times are en- 
tirely effete in a democracy.”’ 

As evidence of his inferest in current secu- 
lar events the minister said: 

‘“‘As an organization, I do not think the 
church could take sidés in the present great 
agitation between capital and labor. But 
she must be fearless to rebuke the greed of 
wealth, and she must be just as direct in 
her protest against the blind cruelty and in- 
justice of mobs.”’ 4 

Along the line of the brotherhood of man 
Mr. Rondthaler said: ‘*‘ Next to the word 
‘salyation’ the word ‘sympathy’ is the 
most radiant of spoken languages. When- 
ever I read the account of a suicide in the 
daily papers I always feel condemned be- 
cause the church should have done more to 
prevent it: This great power, of symbathy 
cannot be created by laws and rules and or- 
ganizations—it must be demonstrated in a 
large hospitality that goes out beyond all 
forms, a cordial welcome that no placards 
in the vestibules can express. ‘ Strangers 
made welcome’ is a great lie in some 
churches.”’ 


TO BUILD A $2,000,000 DISTILLERY. 


George L. Woolsey Plans for a Second 
Investment at Terre Haute. 

Terre Haute, Ind., May 3.—Geosge L. 
Woolsey of New York, who built here about 
a year ago the largest distillery in the world, 
which was afterwards purchased by the 
American Spirit company, has purchased 
ground and will at once begin the construc- 
tion of another distillery with a capacity of 
5,000 bushels. It is understood Woolsey is 
at the head of a New York syndicate outside 
the trust that has:already made a contract 
for placing the output of the plant. The 
new distillery will be constructed in the 
most modern style, and will cost over §&2,- 
000,000. It is expected to have the plant in 
operation by'Oct. 1.

NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


ISSUE OF MILEAGE AND PARTY RATE 
TICKETS TO BE SETTLED. 


—_—_— 


Officers of the Western Passenger As- 
sociation Lines to Meet Tomorrow— 
Differences of Opinion as to Method 
to Be Reconciled—Plians Proposed 
to Avoid Manipulation—Forecast of 
the Action—Belief All or None Must 


Be Benefited. 
What is to be done regarding the issue of 
mileage and party rate tickets by the West- 
ern wad nt Association lines will be de- 
termined at a meeting of executive officers 
and general passenger agents to be held in 
this city tomorrow. All the roads are agreed 
that it will not be possible to discontinue 
the sale of mileage tickets, but there is con- 
siderable difference of opinion as regards 
the manner in which the business is to be 
condu@¢ted. 

The principal contention is In regard to the 
safeguards necessary to prevent the manipu- 
lation jof tickets by scalpers. It has been 
recommended by a special committee to al- 
low raads to issue 2,000-mile tickets at a 
gross rate of $50, with a rebate after the 
the neh have been extracted of $10, making 


the net rate $40, or two cents a mile, and to 
let the Chairman pay the rebates. This, 
it is claimed, would be the best safeguard 
to preyent manipulation. 

The (trans-Missour!l roads have already 
taken action in the matter, substantially on 
the plan mentioned. It is by no means cer- 
tain, hpwever, that the lines between Chica- 
go and the Missouri River and Chicago-and 
St. Paul will take similar action. ‘T'wo or 
three of the roads are said to be opposed to 
the prpposition to let the Chairman pay the 
rebates on thé tickets. ' 

As regards the issue of party rate tickets 
the prpposition to sell such tickets to regu- 
larly organized parties only will probably 


- be adeépted, although some roads contend 


that this cannot be legally done, and if such 
tickets are sold it must be to everybody who 
applies for them. 


WANT LOWER IMMIGRANT RATES. 


Boston Lines Prevented from Com- 
péeting with New York Roads. 
Application has been made to the Board 
of Mamagers of the Joint Traffic Trust, by a 
special committee representing the New 
England Association, for a reduced immi- 


rant passenger rate from Boston to Cni- 
“cago. | 
The New England roads are desirous of in-_ 


creasing immigration by way of Boston, and 
they ask that a passenger rate of $11.50 be- 
tween ;Boston and Chicago be established, 
as agajnst the existing rate of $13 from New 
York to Chicago. The members of the tom- 
mittee; say if their‘roads are allowed the 
rate asked for they will be able to make sat- 
isfactory arrangements with various lines 
of Eufopean steamships for the landing of 
immigfants to Boston. Now the Cunard 
line isithe only one that drings immigrants 
to that port. Of the total immigration to 
this cqguntry not more than 5 or 6 per cent 
is by way of Boston. 

The Board of Managers have promised to 
give the application of the New England 
roads icareful consideration, but there Is 
little prospect of the request being granted, 
as the New York interests, which are all 
powerful in the board, will make strenuous 
efforts; to prevent it. .

—The death of the Shah of Persia reminds 
mie of a number of incidents, which were the 
gossip of Vienna during his visit to the In- 
ternational .Exposition of 1893, and which 
may prove of interest to your readers. I do 
not e¢are for any personal prominence in 
connection with these items, but you are 
welcome to make use of them if you see 
wy a dinner given by the Emperor at the 
Hofburg in honor.of the Shah .the latter 


shocked and dismayed those present by 
scrupulously fea sane every plate with his 
tongue, as soon as he had finished a course. 
He is also said to have persistentlydgnored 
the use of a knife and fork, preferring the 
natural method of propelling articles of food 
to the mouth. It should be. remembered 
that this was his first visit to Europe, at 
which time he was perhaps not familiar with 
European customs or at least refused to 
bmit to them. 

e While strolling through the Volksgarten, 
one of the most fashionable parks in Vienna, 
he repeatedly approached members of th 

fair sex without introduction, if attracted 
by their beauty, going so far as to remove 
their bonnéts and examining their hair, 
in which he seemed to take particular de- 
light. It is needless to add'that some were 
frightened, while others quite proud of the 
distinction bestowed upon them, perhaps 
relate it to this day as one of the memorable 
events of their lives. These actions illus- 
trate the Shah’s conception of life, in 
which he supposed himself the central figure, 
and all others merely as the means of grati- 
fying his desires.

Defense of Lake Ports from British 
Gunboat Attacks. 

Benton Harbor, Mich., April 29.—[{Editor 
of The, Tribune.]—Your editorial columns 
have frequently contained articles \deplor- 
ing the defenseless ‘condition of the cities 
on the great lakes. It is doubtless true that 
a squadron of British gunboats could easily 
destroy an untold amount of Chicago prop- 
erty’ in a few hovtfrs’ time in spite of the 
most heroic efforts of the Andy Johnson. In 
the event of an Anglo-American war, how- 
ever, a British gunboat would never get into 
Lake Michigan if the simplest expedients 
were used to keep it out, owing to the condi- 
tion of the channels through which a ship 


' would have to pass in order to gét into the 


great lakes. 

A dozen miles down the Detroit River 
there are plenty of shallow places which are 
the dread of all lake Captains, and the blow- 
ing up and sinking of a few coal or iron 
barges would make the channel utterly im- 
passable and require months of labor to 
remove. The blocking of one spot, ‘‘ Lime- 
kiln Crossirg,’’ would protect every city 
above Lake Erie. Added to this Fort Wayne 
commands the river below troit. How 
about Buffalo or Cleveland? if war were 
to be declared there would be at least a few 
hours’ .warning. Would the Yankees at 
Buffalo be patiently waiting for the British 
gunboats to ¢ome through the Welland 
Canal and shell the city? Give them credit 
for sense enough to have half a dozen loaded 


iron barges ready to go into the Welland 
Canal and be blown up or sunk, either by |} 


their American Captains or by meeting the 
British gunboats. Granted that England 
owns the canal and might have her fleet in 
waiting ready to eome through the canal. 
Does not our treaty with England forbid 
either nation from maintaining anything 
like a fleet (much less “ a host of light draft, 
powerfully armed gunboats’’) on the great 
lakes? England would have her fleet ready 
at Quebec, or as near the American boundary 
as possible, and then they would have to 
pass by 100 miles of American frontage on 
the St. Lawrence River. Is it not plain that 
the moment England’s fleet started up the 
St. Lawrence River (whether war was de- 
clared or not) a general alarm could be 
given in time to block successfully every 
channel? :It might perhaps be too late to 
save the City of Ogdensburg, N. Y., but in 
the end England would pay dearly for the 
damage, for our armies would make short 
work of Canada. 

Indeed, one might say that we could raise 
an army composed entirely of Irishmen 
which would gladly do the job with dispatch. 
True, our Atlantic cities are in a bad way; 
there is no room for parleying on that point, 
and. I heartily agree with THE TRIBUNDB in 
its appeals for their protection. At the same 


-time a string of forts on our side of the St. 


Lawrence would be good things to have. But 
a small portion of England’s fleet would be 
available for use against this country, and 
even then I am patriotic enough to think 
that 1812 would be repeated. In that war 


-our navy was three times as small as En- 


giand's, and yet the record was nearly a 
complete series of naval victories for Amer- 
ica. England may bullyrag the weak na- 
tions, but, like all other bullies, when she 


runs up against something of her own size | 


there is a muttering of threats and some 
kind of a backdown. In the meantime let 
Anglo-Yorklyn cry for its own defenses— 
they are the ones to be scared, not the lake 
cities.
